James E. Watson, Indiana, went on 
record today as emphatically oppos- 
ed to any sort of press censorship 
whatsoever. 
i "I oppose press censorship on two 
grounds," said Watson. "It's un- 
constitutional and it's un-American.' 
guarantees freedom of: the press." 
said Watson. 
"That's enough for 


my first point." 


"As for the second reason/ this 


government is founded on the theory 
of fitness of men to govern them- 
selves." 


Watson urged that men can 'be fit 


to govern themselves 
only if fchey 


are properly informed on current e- 
vents, and that such information on- 
ly can come through the press. 


"The most effective way to cover 


up weakness and incapacity and to 
keej*-in r public offiee," he said, "is 
tqiiceep the people uninformed ignor- 
ant 
•" 


"The incompetency of certain bu- 


reau chiefs might be responsible for 
colossal 'blunders, loss of large num- 
bers of men, loss of ships atid yet, 
because of political favoritism, th«se 
chiefs might be retained in office if 
the people were not informe'd. 


"Better to sacrifice 'a few public 


officials, if need be, ton . to see 
large numbers of soldiers unneces- 
sarily killed or our interests suffer." 


'Watson rapped the censorship as 


already applied by George Creel,

information.

Estimate for Indiana Shows Wheat, 


Oats and Rye Will be Larger

in The State 


COLDEST 
MAY 
IN 
30 YEARS 


Cora, Fruit and Vegetables Did Not 


Fare so Well in May, Indiana 


Field Agent Reports 


That the wheat, 
oats 
and rye 


crops of the state, will -be greater 
than last year, is the June first es- 
timate for Indiana, made public to- 
day. 
In each instance the present 


estimate is greater than the final 
estimate on last year's yield. 


George C. Bryant, Indiana field 


agent for the government, reports 
that the month of May was helpful 
to wheat, oats and grass crops, but 
that corn, fruit and vegetables did 
not fare so well, rain, hail and 
tornadoes having done considerable 
damage in some sections. 


The report of J. H. Armington, 


weather forecaster 
for 
the state 


reveals that the weather in May was 
the coldest since 
the first official 


state records were compiled in 1887, 
thirty years ago. 


'In the south part 
of the state 


•the wheat shows marked improve- 
ment, but not so much in other sec- 
tions," says the state field agent. 
"Some fields are quite thin, but the 
plant is strong and thrifty, and 
yields of from four to forty bushels 
per acre are indicated. 
In the 


.northwest section and in the south 
part of the state the oats acreage is 
not materially changed, but in the 
wheat growing sections of the north 
the 
increase 
in very 
noticeable. 


Rains during the last 
two weeks 


have -been 
very beneficial to 
the 


oats crop and fields are now sho.w.r, 
ing up in fine shape. Bye shows 
about the same as last month. The 
harvest will start . in about three 
weeks in She south part of the state. 
The hay crop and pastures have de-
